The Reporting Deputy Chief reviewed available 
private video footage from a nearby business. The offender was inside a vehicle in which a traffic stop was conducted. The offender reached toward his right boot during the stop and was ordered to cease such action. Offender was 
removed from the vehicle and once outside shoved Police Officer Bames in the chest before fleeing on foot. Officer Barona pursued the offender on foot. The offender was given numerous commands to stop and show his hands. The 
offender fled between two semi-tractor trailers located in a dark parking lot and fell to the ground underneath one of those trailers. The offender again reached towanl/into his right boot and refused continual commands by Officer 
Barona to cease such action. The offender refused at which time Officer Barona. believing the offender had a gun. discharged his weapon in defense of his life. Medical attention for the offender was immediately requested via OEMC. 
The offender was instructed to breathe slowly and was taken to Slrogcr Hospital for treatment of his injuries. COPA personnel on scene.
